Its 
time  of  ripening  ia  at  a  season  when  the  number  of  good  varieties  is  scarce,  gives  it  additional  value,  and  secures  for 
it  an  enviable  place  among  the  ttandard  fruits.  Description  :  Fruit.— Full  medium  to  large,  nearly  globular:  color, 
a  rich  cinnamon  russet,  with  a  reddish  cheek ;  flesh,  luicy,  crisp,  melting,  with  a  spicy,  vinous  flavor,  which  is  pecu- 
liar, and  quite  distinct  from  that  of  any  other  known  sort.  It  comes  into  bearing  early.  The  original  trees  bear  regular 
crops  of  uniformly  good  fruit.  In  the  report  of  the  "Committee  on  Native  Fruits"  of  the  American  Pomological  Socie-

MAKE  THE  PIGS  FAT. 

Pigs  are  scarce  and  pork  is  likely  to  command  a 
good  price.  A  well-fatled  pig  brings  at  least  two 
cents  per  pound  more  than  one  with  bare  kidneys 
and  thin  sides.  Eight  bnshels  of  corn,  with  ordi- 
nary pigs,  that  have  nearly  attained  their  growth, 
should  give  us  at  least  100  pounds  of  growth.  At 
10  cents  per  pound,  live  weight,  the  present  price 
for  fat  pigs  in  Chicago,  this  would  give  us  one  dol- 
lar a  bushel  for  the  corn.  But  this  is  not  all,  Tf 
we  sell  a  pig  not  half  fat,  weighing  say  250  pounds, 
we  should  get  only  8  cents  per  pound,  or  $20. — 
Keep  this  pig  two  months,  and  feed  it  eight  bushels 
of  corn  and  it  should  then  weigh  350  pounds  and 
bring,  without  any  advance  in  prices,  10  cents  per 
pound,  or  $35.  In  this  way  we  get  $15  for  8  bush- 
els of  corn,  or  $1  SY^  per  bushel. 

During  October,  fattening  pigs  should  be  pushed 
forward  as  rapidly  as  possible.  It  is  poor  economy 
to  feed  them  on  nubbins,  or  soft,  immature  corn. — 
Better  give  such  corn  to  the  cattle  or  to  milch  cows. 
But  if  it  must  be  fed  to  the  fattening  pigs  let  them 
at  any  rate  have  one  or  two  meals  a  day  of  sound 
corn.  And  take  pains  to  induce  them  to  eat  as 
much  as  they  can  digest.  The  chief  points  in  fat- 
tening pigs. are:  Comfortable  quarters,  a  constant 
supply  of  water  in  a  separate  trough,  regular  feed- 
ing and  undisturbed  sleep.  As  to  how  long  it  will 
be  profitable  to  continue  the  fattening,  we  know  of 
no  better  test  than  the  amount  of  food  consumed. 
A  two  hundred  pound  pig  that  is  doing  well  will 
eat  at  least  a  bushel  of  corn  a  week — and  if  he  eats 
more  and  digests  it  you  may  be  pretty  sure  he  is 
growing  rapidly  and  is  paying  well  for  his  feed  ; 
but  as  he  gets  "  filled  up"  he  will  eat  less,  and  so 
long  as  this  is  due  to  his  being  more  quiet  and  con- 
tented, and  to  sleeping  more,  it  is  little  or  no  dis- 
advantage, but  when  it  arises  from  loss  of  appetite, 
or  impaired  digestion,  there  is  Utile  profit  in  keep- 
ing him  longer.  A  three  hundred  and  fifty  or  four 
hundred  pound  pig,  that  cannot  be  induced  to  eat 
more  than  three  quarts  of  coriimeal  a  day,  must  be 
gaining  very  little  and  bad  much  better  be  killed 
and  put  into  the  pork  barrel. — Am.  Agriculturist. 

The  Best  Grass  for  Butter.— The  Valley  Farmtr 
says  that  if  you  aim  at  a  great  flow  of  milk,  feed 
clover  ;  if  you  wish  rich  milk,  and  well-flavored 
butter,  feed  joung  timothy  and  white  clover  ;  if  you 
aim  at  the  best  results,  both  in  quantity  and  quality 
of  butter,  feed  on  fresh  pastures  of  white  clover  and 
timothy  in  summer,  and  early-cut  timothy  and 
wheat  bran  in  winter.  The  grass  must  be  cut  when 
heading  out;  or  better,  young  aftermath  well  cured. 
Avoid  roots  and  garden  stuff"  in  general,  if  you 
wish  a  good  quality  of  butter— though  it  is  now 
held  that  these  fed  while  milking  or  immediately 
before,  will  remedy  the  evil. 


Will  Lime  Prevent  tee  Ravages  op  the  Peach- 
grub  ? — A  correspondent  in  the  North  Western 
Farmer  says  : — "Early  last  spring,  in  making  some 
repairs,  I  had  a  considerable  amount  of  old  plaster. 
I  carried  two  coal-hods  of  it  to  each  of  several 
young  peach  trees,  heaping  it  up  close  around  them. 
Not  one  of  all  these  trees  have  been  affected  by  the 
peach- grub. 

"Who  else  has  had  experience  on  this  subject? 
Will  lime  prevent  the  ravages  of  this  insect  ?  If  so, 
one  of  the  worst  enemies  of  the  peach  tree  is  easily 
disposed  of.  The  waste  lime  about  old  lime  kilns 
could  be  utilized,  if  this  be  the  fact." 


A  Cure  for  Ants. — A  correspondent  of  the 
Hearth  and  Home  writes:  "Please  tell  your  dis- 
tressed housekeeper,  as  a  cure  and  prevention  for 
red  ants  and  all  other  kinds,  a  bit  of  brimstone  ly- 
ing on  the  floor  or  shelves  where  anything  is  kept 
which  will  draw  them,  I  have  found  from  experi- 
ence to  be  effectual  in  driving  them  off  and  keeping 
them  off.  So  for  years  when  the  spring  cleaning  is 
done,  I  put  my  pieces  of  brimstone  in  closets  and 
pantries,  and  have  not  seen  an  ant  of  any  kind." 


Peruvian  Guano. — The  total  export  of  Peruvian 
guano  for  the  year  1869,  as  shown  by  custom-house 
returns  at  Callao,  was  512,157  tons,  valued  at  $25,- 
000,000.  Of  this  quantity,  Belgium  took  82,428 
tons;  England,  196  840  tons;  North  America, 
25,321  tons.

BROOM  CORN.— Dull  market  and  a  further  decline  in 
prices.    Common  Red  4  to  5  cts.;  Western  5  to  6  cts.  per  lb. 

BUT  TER.— Very  little  choice  in  the  market  and  selling 
readily  at  35  to  38  cts.  per  lb.  The  stock  of  medium  and 
lower  grades  is  heavy,  and  prices  range  from  22  to  28  cts. 
Cooking  Butter  goes  off  at  14  to  17  cts.  Dairymen  should 
take  great  pains  to  work  out  all  the  butter-milk,  use  the 
best  fine  salt,  and  pack  in  ash,  chestnut  or  oak  tubs  only, 
which  should  be  well  soaked  in  clear,  fresh  water,  and 
immediately  after  in  strong  brine,  before  putting  in  the 
butter.  Roll  should  be  well  clothed  in  nice  white  muslin, 
having  previously  the  starch  thoroughly  washed  out  of  it 
without  using  soap,  and  while  the  cloths  are  wet,  soak 
them  in  a  clear,  strong  brine  before  rolling  up  the  butter. 
Never  send  to  market  in  pine  packages,  as  it  impregnates 
the  butter  with  the  turpentine  flavor,  which  greatly  depre- 
ciates its  value,  often  25  to  50  per  cent. 

COFFEE.— Market  active  and  prices  firm.  Ordinary  Rio 
15  cts.;  fair  16  cts.;  good  17  cts.;  prime  18  ct.s;  fancy  18^ 
cts.  Ample  stock. 

COTTON. — The  war  in  Europe  and  the  decline  in  gold 
continues  to  depress  our  market.  The  French  to  prevent 
their  stock  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Germans  are 
shipping  from  Havre  to  Liverpool,  which  has  had  the  effect 
to  cause  a  decline  in  that  market.  We  quote  Ordinary  13 
cts.;  Good  Ordinary  15  cts.;  Low  Middling  16  cts.;  Middling 
17  cts. 

DRIED  FRUIT  AND  BERRIES.— Receipts  very  heavy 
and  market  dull,  except  for  choice  stock.  Blackberries  9 
to  10  cts.  per  lb  ;  Whortleberries  10  to  11  cts.;  Raspberries 
20  to  25  cts.;  Cherries,  pitted,  16  to  22  cts.,  unpitted  3  to  4 
cts  ;  Apples  3  to  8  cts  ;  Pears  8  to  10  cts.;  Peaches,  peeled, 
bright  12  to  15  cts.;  dark  7  to  10  cts.;  unpeeled,  halves,  6  to 
8  CIS.;  quarters  4  to  5  cts. 

EGGS.— The  warm  weather  and  free  receipts  continue 
to  keep  the  market  depressed.  So  soon  as  it  sets  in  cold 
prices  will  advance.

MANAGEMENT  OF  POULTKY. 

Warren  Leland,  Highland  Farm,  Rye,  N,  Y., 
writes  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  to  the  American 
Institute  Farmer's  Club  of  New  York,  as  follows  : 

"If  the  old  gentleman  will  come  up  and  see  me 
I  will  gladly  show  him  how  I  manage  my  poultry- 
yards.  I  have  found  that  for  every  hundred  fowls 
you  must  give  up  at  least  an  acre.  Bat  rough  land 
is  as  good  as  any.  Hens  naturally  love  the  bush, 
and  I  lop  young  trees,  but  leave  a  shred  by  which 
they  live  a  year  or  more.  These  form  hiding  places 
and  retreats  for  them.  In  such  places  they  prefer 
to  lay.  I  have  great  success,  and  it  depends  on 
three  or  four  rules,  by  observing  which,  I  believe 
a  good  living  can  be  made  by  hens  and  turkeys. 
1.  I  give  my  fowls  great  range.  Eighteen  acres 
belong  to  them  exclusively.  Then  the  broods 
have  the  range  of  another  big  lot,  and  the  tur- 
keys to  go  half  a  mile  or  more  from  the  house. 
The  eighteen  acres  of  poultry-yard  is  lough  land, 
of  little  use  for  tillage.  It  has  a  pond  in  it,  and 
many  rocks,  and  bushes,  and  weeds,  and  sandy 
places,  and  ash  heaps,  and  lime,  and  bones,  and 
grass,  and  a  place  which  I  plow  up  to  give  them 
worms.  2.  When  a  hen  has  set,  I  take  her  box, 
throw  out  the  straw  and  earth,  let  it  be  out  in  the 
sun  and  rain  few  day,  and  give  it  a  good  coat  of 
whitewash  on  both  sides.  In  winter,  when  it  is 
very  cold,  I  have  an  old  stove  in  their  house,  and 
keep  the  warmth  above  freezing.  There  is  also  an 
open  fireplace  where  I  build  a  fire  in  cool  wet  days. 
They  dry  themselves,  and  when  the  fire  goes  out 
there  is  abed  of  ashes  for  them  to  wallow  in.  Sum- 
mer and  winter  my  hens  have  all  the  lime,  ashes 
and  sand  they  want.  3.  Another  reason  why  I 
have  such  luck  is  because  ray  poultry-yards  receive 
all  the  scraps  from  the  Metropolitan  Hotel.  Egg 
making  is  no  easy  work,  and  hens  will  not  do  much 
of  it  without  high  feed.  They  need  just  what  a 
man  who  works,  requires — wheat  bread  and  meat. 
Even  when  wheat  costs  two  dollars,  I  believe  in 
feeding  it  to  hens.  As  to  breeds,  I  prefer  the 
Brahmas,  light  and  dark.  I  change  roosters  every 
spring,  and  a  man  on  the  farm  has  no  other  duty 
than  to  take  care  of  my  poultry.  I  frequently  turn 
off  3^000  spring  chickens  in  a  single  season. 

Curb  for  Roup  in  Chickens — A  gentleman  v/ho 
had  several  valuable  fowls  afflicted  with  roup  asked 
a  well-known  chicken  fancier  of  this  city  for  a  reme- 
dy. He  was  informed  that  the  most  effectual  cure 
was  to  cut  off  the  heads  of  the  fowls  as  soon  as  the 
disease  made  its  appearance.    Unwilling  to  lose 
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valuable  fowls  without  making  an  effort  to  save 
them,  he  commenced  to  treat  them  after  a  method 
of  his  own.  He  placed  his  diseased  fowls  in  a  per- 
pectly  dry  room,  bathed  their  heads  with  kerosine 
oil  and  rubbed  their  bills  inside  with  a  mixture  of 
alum  and  grease.  He  fed  them  only  on  Indian  meal 
and  boiled  potatoes  well  peppered  with  cayenne,  no 
hard  food  whatever  being  allowed  them.  With  this 
treatment  they  commenced  to  improve,  and  in  from 
a  week  to  ten  days  had  entirely  recovered.  The 
disease  has  seldom  failed  to  succumb  to  this  treat- 
ment. Oq  an  average  only  about  one  chicken  in 
six  died. —  Germantown  Telegraph, 

Keeping  Eggs  for  Winter  Use. 

At  this  season,  says  the  Massachusetts  Plough' 
man,  when  eggs  are  generally  plenty,  provision 
should  be  made  for  keeping  a  supply  over  for  win- 
ter's use.  Many  plans  have  been  recommended, 
some  of  which  have  been  successful,  others  not. 

The  plan  which  we  have  found  to  be  most  effec- 
tual, is  to  cover  the  entire  shell  with  tallow,  which 
being  melted  penetrates  the  pores  thoroughly  and 
then  hardens  suddenly.  Lard,  oil  and  butter  answer 
the  purpose  for  a  short  time,  but  they  do  not  re- 
main permanently  on  the  shell,  and  as  soon  as  they 
have  dried  off,  evaporation  of  the  egg  commences. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Rural  New  Yorker ^  writes  : 
"Grease  them,  wrap  each  one  in  paper  and  pack, 
always  putting  the  little  end  down.  One  of  my 
neighbors  puts  them  up  in  this  way  in  the  summer, 
when  eggs  are  cheap,  selling  them  in  the  winter, 
and  realizing  a  nice  profit. 

An  accomplished  housewife  tells  us  her  way, 
which  she  says  is  "superior  to  all  others."  Here 
it  is  :  "One  pint  of  salt ;  one-half  pint  of  unslaked 
lime  ;  three  quarts  of  water  ;  boil  together.  Pack 
the  eggs,  small  end  down,  in  j  irs.  When  the  water 
is  cold  pour  over  the  eggs  with  or  without  the 
dregs.  SheEays  eggs  put  down  in  this  way  will 
keep  perfectly  fresh  for  a  long  time,  and  farmers 
putting  down  their  eggs  so  in  summer,  and  selling 
them  in  winter,  can  realize  a  handsome  profit." 

Which  ark  the  Most  Valuable  Breeds  of  Poul- 
try ? — One  of  our  experienced  poultry  breeders, 
says  the  Practical  Farmer,  after  trying  most  of  the 
new  breeds,  classifies  them  thus  as  regards  value  for 
the  million  :  In  situations  where  eggs  for  use  or 
market  are  more  the  object  than  anything  else,  he 
recommends  the  French  Houdan,  the  Dominique  and 
White  Leghorn  breeds.  For  a  fowl  for  general  pur- 
poses, and  combining  large  size,  good  laying  pro* 
perties,  quiet  habits,  easy  fattening  and  tender  flesh, 
he  prefers  Partridge  Cochins,  Dark  Brahmas,  Light 
Brahmas,  Buff  CochinSi  These  are  all  hardy,  and 
every  way  desirable.

Roll  should  be  well  clothed  in  nice  white  muslin,  having 
previously  the  starch  thoroughly  washed  out  of  it  without 
using  soap,  and  while  the  cloths  are  wet,  soak  them  in  a 
clear,  strong  brine  before  rolling  up  the  Butter.  Never 
send  to  market  in  pine  packages,  as  it  impregnates  the 
Butter  with  the  turpentine  flavor,  which  greatly  depre- 
ciates its  value,  often  25  to  50  per  cent.

1.  The  Show  Grounds  will  be  open  for  the  recep- 
tion of  Animals  and  Articles  designed  for  exhibi- 
tion, on  SATURDAY,  24th,  after  9  o'clock,  A.  M., 
and  on  Monday,  26th  September,  after  the  same 
hour.  Bat  all  Animals  and  Articles  intended  for 
exhibition  must  be  entered  and  ticketed  at  the  Basi- 
nes3  Office,  before  being  carried  within  the  Society's 
enclosure. 

2.  No  Animals  or  Articles  (unless  by  special  per- 
mission of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  pre- 
viously obtained)  will  be  entered  or  admitted  after 
9  A.  M.  on  Tuesday,  2Yth  September,  except  Bread, 
Cakes,  Butter  and  Cheese  and  Slaughtered  Mutton, 
which,  if  previously  entered,  miy  be  introduced  as 
late  as  noon  oh  Tuesday,  27ih  September. 

3.  All  members  of  the  Society,  and  all  who  shall 
become  members  previous  to  or  at  the  Fair,  will  be 
furnished  with  a  ticket  upon  the  payment  of  $3,  ad- 
mitting the  holder  and  two  ladies  at  all  times  du- 
ring the  exhibition, 

4.  All  Male  Exhibitors  must  have  previously  be- 
jcome  members  of  the  Society,  by  the  payment  of  the 
membership  fee  of  $3.  But  Ladies  shall  be  exempi 
from  this  charge,  and  may  exhibit  articles  of  their 
own  handiwork  free  from  any  charge  therefor,  or  for 
their  own  admittance  during  the  Exhibition.

)tber  circumstances  on  the  character  and  condition 
)f  the  animals.  They  will  not  give  encouragement 
or  overfed  animals.  They  will  not  award-premiums 
or  Bulls,  Cows  or  Heifers  which  shall  appear  to 
lave  been  fattened  for  the  batcher  :  the  objrct  beino- 
o  havesuperiorauimals  of  this  description  for  breed'^ 
hg. 

9.  No  person  directly  or  indirectly  interested 
yill  be  allowed  to  serve  as  Judge— and  the  Execu- 
ive  committee  will  quash  the  awards  in  every  case 
vhere  a  person  interested  has  served  as  a  Judge,  or 
las  attempted  to  infiueace  or  sway  the  action  of  the 
udges. 

10.  The  Judges  will  be  expected  in  all  casts,  in 
aaking  their  reports,  to  give  the  reason  of  their  de- 
ision,  embracing  the  valuable  and  desirable  quali- 
ies  of  the  animals  or  tvrticies  to  which  premiums 
re  awarded. 

II.  When  anything  is  exhibited  to  the  Judges 
^hich  they  shall  deem  meritorious,  but  beyond  th°eir 
ower  to  award  a  premium,  they  will  furnish  a

All  animals  or  articles  competing  for  the  same 
i  premium  must  be  brought  together  as  the  Judges 
I  may  appoint ;  and  the  Judges  may  require,  in  their 
I  discretion,  exhibitors  to  change  the  position  and 
bring  in  proximity  animals  and  articles  concerning 
the  comparative  merits  of  which  they  may  feel  in 
doubt. 

17.  Any  one,  who  mxy  not  previously  have  join- 
ed the  Society,  paying  $3  to  the  Treasurer  or  his  au- 
thorized representatives  at  theofSce  on  the  ground, 
or  at  the  Society's  Room,  will  be  t.dmitted  to  mem- 
bership, and  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  thereof

}     20.  Every  citizen  of  Maryland,  who  consents  to 
i  act  as  Judge,  is  expected  previously  to  become  a 
'  member  of  the  Society. 

21.  The  President  shall  appoint  annually  the  fol- 
lowiog  committees,  consisting 

1st.  Committee  op  Arrangements,  Privileges 
AND  Grounds. — Duties. — To  determine  all  applica- 
tions for  Booths,  Stands,  Exhibitions,  &c.,  and  to 
assist  at  Business  Office  and  Gates. 

2d.  Committee  on  Track  —Duties. — To  take 
charge  of  Track  each  day  at  2J  o'clock,  and  have 
the  same  in  proper  condition  for  the  Trials  of  Speed, 
and  to  fully  enforce  the  rules  of  the  Association. 

3d.  Committee  on  Exbibition  Hall. — Duties.— To 
appoint  the  Superintendent  and  Assistants  in  this 
department,  and  to  have  a  general  supervision  over 
the  same. 

4th.  Committee  on  Grand  Stand. — Duties.— To 
determine  rights  of  admission,  pieserve  order  and 
exclude  improper  persons. 

The  decision  of  the  above  Oommittees  to  be  final 
in  all  cases. 

22.  The  duties  of  the  Marshal  shall  be  to  locate 
upon  the  grounds  in  their  proper  places  all  animals, 
implements  and  all  articles  exhibited,  except  in 
household  department,  under  the  direction  of  the 
President  and  the  Committee  of  Arrangements.

DIRECTIONS  FOR  USE.  j| 

FOR  TOBACCO.— The  Phosphate  should  be  applied  in  the  hill,  care 
being  taken  to  have  it  thoroughly  incorporated  with  the  soil.  The  quantity^ 
generally  recommended  is  a  handfull  to  each  hill,  which  is  equivalent  to 
about  400  pounds  to  the  acre.  Tobacco  is  a  rank  feeder^  and,  in  order  to  secure^ 
tine  plants,  should  have  a  vigorous  start.  If  the  soil,  therefore,  is  naturally^ 
or  otherwise  poor  or  thin,  a  liberal  dressing  of  Phosphate  should  be  given 
it,  broadcast,  before  the  rows  are  laid  off. 

FOR  CORN. — When  sown  broadcast,  use  350  lbs.  to  the  acre.  If  applied 
in  the  hill^  use  one  handfull  to  two  or  three  hills,  mixing  it  with  the  soil,  or 
scattering  somewhat.  This  precaution  is  necessary^  as  the  Phosphate  placed i 
in  immediate  contact  with  the  grain  would  injure  the  germ. 

FOR  OATS. — 200  pounds  per  acre,  broadcast^  will  produce  a  large  cropj 
if  the  land  be  good  .  if  poor  increase  the  quantity.
